INTRODUCTION. 



A CCIDENT, feme time fince, in 
the purfuit of a very different 
objed", put me in pofieffion of a Me- 
dicine, the extraordinary power of 
which is the fubjed of the following 
letters. 

I have for a jfhort time paft, made 
life of it myfelf, in cafes where the 
fmall blood -veffels in the human 
body have been accidently opened, 
the pain of which it not only imme- 
diately mitigated, but ftopped the 
effufion of blood in the moft fpeedy 
and efiedual manner. 

A Gentleman v/ho is not more dif- 
tinguifhed by his exalted ftation, than 

by 
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by hia profound knowledge in pliilo- 
fopliy and medicine, to whom I pre- 
fented a fev/ ounces of the folution, 
found fimilar proofs of its efficacy in 
two cafes. The one, when a fervant 
had feparated the blood- veffels, at the 
wrift, by a fall, in which he received 
a large wound from the bottom of a 
broken bottle; and the other, from a 
wound made with a razor throuo-h 
the external jugular, by a perfon who 
was infane.

Struck with the fingular |)enefit 
fuch a Styptic would prove to the 
Pubhc, in cafe it could be brought 
into general ufe; I applied to a num- 
ber of gentlemen of experience in the 
profeflion of phyfic and furgery, to 
make a trial of the medicine, and 
favor me with a fair, and impartial 
account of its efFeds.

A Letter from J. 0, yu/famond^ 
F. R. S. Surgeon to the Weftmin- 
fter-Hbfpital, and Reader of Chi» 
Turgical Ledures in London, 

Dear Sir, 

TN addition to th^ account I have alreadj 
**• fent you, of the feveral experiments I h^v? 
made with your Styptic on the large arteries 
of quadrupeds, I now communicate what I 
have obferved of its effects upon the human 
body. The opportunities that have occurred 
of trying it, have been only two ; the fird 
\^as in the temporal artery, juft above the 
car, which I was obliged to divide, in re- 
moving a portion of the fcalp, previous to the 
B 2 application 
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application of the trefine for a fradure of t^o 
fcull. The artery in this patient was' very 
large, and the ftream of blood iffuing from it 
very rapid, and of confiderable diameter, 
infomuch that I thought it a fair opportunity 
of trying the effed of the Styptic, fome of 
which I had in the hofpital. I dipped a Imall 
portion of Hnt in it, and applying it to the 
divided artery, directed the houfe-furgeon to 
hold it on flightly with his finger, while I 
proceeded with the opisration, In a very few 
minutes he removed his finger, and the 
haemorrhage was completely flopped ; nor 
did it return during the reft of the operation, 
^hich lafled fome time, on account of the 
neceflity there was of making perforations 
in the cranium. 

It may, perhaps, be obferved, that ^hc 
arteries of the fcalp ufually ftop of them- 
ielves, or upon the application of dry lint, 
with a flight preflure. This is truein gene-^ 
ral; but ftill every one knows, that, in re- 
moving the fcalp previous to the perforation 
of the fcull, the fize of the artery is fo various 
in different perfons, that we are fometimes 
obliged to fecure them, with the needle before 
we can proceed in our operation. As far as 
I can judge, the artery, in this inftance, ap- 

peare4 
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pcared to be one of that fize which it would 
have been neceffary to tie, if your Styptic 
had not been ufecl. Befides, the efFed was fo 
fpeedy, in this inftance, in flopping a confi- 
derable ilream of blood, that I could not but 
attribute it to the power of the liquid j for it 
appeared to me, that no fuch effecl could 
have been brought about in fo iliort a fpace, 
either by the natural contraction of the artery, 
or by prelTure, unlefs it had been continued 
for a longer time. 

The next inflance I tried It in was, in an 
iimputation below the knee, of the leg of a 
itrong mufcular man, at the Weflminfler 
hofpitai, in the prefence of a gre^it number 
of perfons. After the removal of the leg, I 
applied dofiils of lint, dipped in the licjuid, to 
the large arteries, which bled very freely. I 
held them on for the fpace of five or fix 
minutes, after which I began gradually and 
Carefully to foften the tourniquet. " The 
haemorrhage appeared eyide^itly to be reftrain-^ 
ed, though not entirely flopped; for the 
blood, which feemed to colled: from various 
fmall vefTels of the flump, only fell down in 
drops, and thofe not very frequent, from tha 
piofl depending part. When the tourniquet 
,Vya2 quite lopfe, thefe drops, for a time, did 

not 
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mt fall failer or thicker, but feemed, indeed, 
to be lefs frequent ; fo that we had feme ex- 
pectation of being able to truft entirely to the 
application. But, after waiting fome time, as 
this dropping ftill remained, and the man had 
had a previous mortification in the limb, and 
was therefore unable to bear even a fmall 
accidental lofs of blood fo well as a patient 
under other circumftances might have done* 
I thought it prudent not to rifque the matter, 
but removed the doffils, and fo tied up the 
vefTels. Upon taking away the dofiils, it was 
a circumftance proper to be remarked, that 
one of the large branches, the anterior tibial 
artery, appeared perfe(flLly clofed; and, though 
excited to bleed, by moving the end of it to 
and fro with the finger, yet it did not yield 
j>ny blood.

Sir, 

THE Styptic which you fent mc is a mo^ 
valuable addition to the Materia Medica, 
Mr. Glover and I tried it, in an hoemoptoe, 
on Mr. Park, of Garlick-Hill, who received 
immediate reHef from it. Had the blood, 
which he continually brought up from his 
lungs, proceeded merely from a ruptured vef- 
fel, I firmly believe your Styptic would have 
proved fufficient; but, as there were fymp- 
toms of an abcefs, attended with a troobk- 
fome cough, it became necefTary to apply 
other means to remove thofe lymptoms, 
which occafioned frequent returns of the 
bleeding. 

From the obfervation I have made on the 
cfFedts of the Styptic, in various cafes, I ap- 
prehend that, where it may be brought int» 
contad; with a wounded or ruptured veife), 
it will /lop the bleeding inftantaneoufly. In

I was defired to vifit a patient of Meflleur« 
Savage and Taylor, a few weeks ago, feized 

with 
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^ith a moft obftinate haemorrhage of the nofe^ 
The unfortunate man had lofl near four 
quarts of bloody and continued bleeding at 
fuch a rate, that a few hours muft have put 
an end to his exiftence. Every method had 
been tried in vain. I direded Mr. Taylor to 
apply your Styptic and make the patient 
fnufF fome of it up his noftrils. It ftopt 
the bleeding in an inftant, without any re- 
turn fince. 

A few days ago it was tried in a cafe, 
where the mafs of the blood was fo difTolved 
and broken, that the whole body was covered 
with large purple fpots. 

The blood which flreattied out of one of 
the patient's noftrils, was of a blackifh red 
colour like the walhings of putrid flefh, toa 
thin to form a coagulum. 

The man who was the happy objedl of the 
trial, fnuffed fome of the Styptic up the affeffe- 
cd noftril; it ftopt the haemorrhage, pro- 
longed his life for a fhort time, and, if the 
blood had not been in fuch a dreadful ftate, 
might have faved a very valuable life. 

Give me leave to conclude this letter with 
my liiicere thanks for the phial you were fo 

kind 
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kind as to give me for my own ufc, and with 
o'bferving that no family ought to be without 
fo valuable a medicine, in order to have it 
ready at hand againft various accidents, 
which m.ight prove fatal for want of imme- 
diate affiftance. 

It is p,erfe6ily fife as an internal medicine, 
and therefore, in all cafes, where, from any 
fall, bruifes, cor.tufion, or any unknown 
caiife, blood is brought up by fpit'ting or 
vomiltin?, a few tea-fpbonfuls, taicen every 
two, three, or fbur hours, will certainly 
prove effeaual. Bloody ftools might be rc- 
lieved by rnixing it with clyflers. 

All thefe applications fhould be made 
under the diredion of medical prat5titidners; 
for fear of imprudently flopping fome critical 
evacuations.

Dear Sir, 

I have feen repeatedly the efFeds of your 
Styptic upon the divifion of dilferent arteries 
in quadrupeds, and all experiments have thus 
far fucceeded ; and I am of opinion, from 
accurate obfervations, the contractive power 
feems nearly equal in the animal and human 
fpecies; therefore have tried it in the fol- 
lov^^ing cafes, which are the only ones out 
of many, worthy your attention. The firffc 
is a poor man at an akhoufc having given 
fome provocation to a girl who drew beer 
there, and having an empty porter-pot in 
her hand, inftantly ftruck him on the fide of 
the head, which divided the temporal artery 
juft above the ear. The man who came for 
me faid he was bleeding violently, of courfe 
took fome of the liquid ftyptic, which, after 
removing fuch applications the people of the 
houfe had procured, all which feemed to have 
no effect, I cleared every thing away, and 
fpunged the wound clean ; then applied the 
Styptic, embrued with dofTils of lint, and in 
four minutes the bleeding ceafed. I applied 
fome dreflings, and confined the whole in 
with a bandage, and it never bled afterwards. 

It 
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It may be necelTary to mention, the quantity 
of blood loft previous to my attendance was 
at leaft a quart. The wound feenied to heal 
perfectly found, as with any other yulqerary. 
Another cafe that occurred, which I will 
give you a recital of, is of an uterine haemor- 
rhage, which had continued upon a poor wo- 
man for five months, who had tried a num- 
ber of remsdies v/ithout efFeft. The charge 
at times, was fo great, that flie fainted feve- 
ral times a day : having tried bark and other 
medicines of the ftyptic, and cold bath, &c. 
ventured upon twenty drops of your Styptic 
internally. Not knowing at that time it had 
been thus taken, ihe feemed to fay flie found 
no inconvenience from it, therefore flie took 
the above quantity, every four hours, in red 
rofe tea the haemorrhage ceafed, and in fix 
or feven days fhe recovered. If any more of 
thefe cafes occur, I fhall think it my duty to 
inform you of the event, let it prove for or 
againft, as no medicine has yet been found 
infaUible. This has thus far claimed fome 
merit, and hope, by purfuing it with atten- 
tion, it may be worthy of greater praife 
amongft the fi:udents of Surgery.

I had an opportunity of trying ths efEcacy 
of your Styptic, laft Friday was fe'nnight, on 
a maid fervant, who had the misfortuue to 
cut a piece of the end of her finger quite ofF, 
which bled very much before I could admi- 
nifter the Styptic upon fome lint well moif- 
tened with it, in conformity to your direc- 
tions; which, as foon as applied, direclly 
flopped the bleeding, and the patient did not 
feel much pain, and that only for a fbort 
time.

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.nothing put to it fince but fome dry lint as 
you direded ; and, by looking at it this 
niorning, I find it is not at all fore, and is 
almoft Ikinned over ; and, although a piece 
of her finger was abiolutely cut olF, I have 
juft reafon to think, according to the little 
judgment I have, that fhe will be able to

I dipped fome doffiis of lint in your Styptic, 
and, applying them to the bleeding vefTels, 
held, them on for the fpace of a minute only^ 
when the haemorrhage was completely 
ftopped, and did not return.

IN the converfations we have had toge- 
^ ther, on the fubje(5l of your Styptic, you 
have often mentioned that many J)erfons have 
objecfted to it on the ground of its doing nO"- 
thing more than many other ftyptics v/hich 
the faculty are in polTeffion of, and con fe- 
quently there was no reafori for giving it any 
preference. At the fame time you have fre- 
quently urged me to give you my opinion of 
this in writing, which I db with great readi- 
nefs from the obfervations, which the fre- 
quent trials I have made v^ith it myfelf, and 
thofe which I have feen made by others, have 
fuggefted to me. 

In order to draw a comparlfon between 
your Styptic and others, it will be neceffary to 
inftitute a fliort inquiry into the nature and 
effeds of the ftyptics that are known and in 
common ufe. 

D Moll 
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Mofl of the liquors, or tin(fl:ures, employed 
for the purpofe of flopping hsemorrhages, are 
either abfolutely cauftic, or poffefs a greater 
or lefs' degree of pungency, which occafions 
confiderable pain in the apphcation. The 
oil of turpentine, one of the moft effeftual, 
and, at the fame, not the moft fevere, is not 
exempt from this defed:, of which I have 
lately feen a remarkable inftance. Having 
performed the operation for a natural phy- 
mofis, the patient, about two hours after I 
left him, was fuddenly feized with a moft 
violent haemorrhage, of which there was no 
fign at the time of the operation. Being gone 
about my bufinefs, and at fome diftancefrom 
home, I could not get information of this 
accident till three or four hours after it hap- 
pened. In the mean while, the hasmorrhage 
continued with great violence, fo as to alarm 
the patient, and make him very faint, he 
was under the necefllty of fending for affifl- 
ance in the neighbourhood. A gentleman, 
who had been pupil to me, being called in, 
readily (topped the bleeding, by dreffing the 
wound with lint dipped in oil of turpentine. 
When I called about three o'clock, my pa- 
tient (a young man, who bore pain very well) 
complained of his having been in the moft 

extreme 
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extreme agony and torture for three hours 
after the appUcation; faying, that he had 
fufFered infinitely more than from the opera- 
tion. This pain had only begun to fubfide 
about half an hour before I came j and when 
I drefTed him, I was not in the leaft furprifed 
at it, for the ikin of the prepuce wherever 
this effential oil had touchecj it, was much 
inflamed and full of blifters. The inference ' 
is clear; had your Styptic been uftd, I am 
convinced it would have retrained the bleed- 
ing as effedlualiy ; and the natural anguifli of 
the wound, far from being increafed, would 
rather have been relieved by it, as I have 
often happily experienced. 

The chief folid fubflances, recommended 
for flopping haemorrhages, are, the agaric of 
the oak, dried fponge, Faynard's powder, as 
it is called, and the Lycoperdon, or puff-ball. 

The two former are of the fame nature, 
and though more effediual than any of the 
known flyptics, except the cauftic or atSlual 
cautery, yet I have found a very material 
inconvenience attending the ufe of them : 
this is, that they ftick fo firmly to th^ vef- 
fcls, and for fo long a time, that they can- 
mt be removed without much pain, or 
D 2 without 
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without endangering a fiefh hsmorrhage^ 
In one inflance of an amputation at the nieta- 
tarfus, where I had ufed the fponge, I re- 
member, that al} the reft of the wpund was 
healed, except the fpot where the fponge lay: 
this alone obftruded the healing for fome 
time ; and I was at length obliged to cut it 
off, little hy little, with the utmoft caution. 

Faynard's powder, and the Lycoperdon, I 
I^ave tried frequently, and am fatisfied, al- 
though they have fome aftringent power, that 
their efficacy is not equal to that of your 
Styptic. 

Another objedlon, you tell me, made to 
your Styptic, is, that it cannot be trufted to, 
in the larger arteries, after amputation. But, 
the perfons, who raife this objedion, fliould 
recoiled:, that we do not v/ant it for this pur- 
pofe. Let a ftyptic be ever fo effedual, I 
fhould fcarce think a man juftified in trufting 
to it in thefe inftances, unleft he ftaid himfelf 
Ovith the patient, night and day, for thre« 
days after. So, when I tried it in an ampu- 
tation, it was merely to obferve and to give 
an account of its effeds ; for I declared pre- 
vioufly, whatever the refult might be, that I 
bad determined not to truft it, Befides, the 

prefenf 
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prefent improved mode of amputating, pre^ 
eludes us from ufmg any application to the 
itump, if it can pnffibly be avoided. Farther, 
the large trunks of arteries in any amputation 
arc never more than three notwithftanding 
which, it frequently happens, either from the 
ftate of the patient's health, or of his blood, 
or from fome other circumflance, thjt we are 
under the necelTity of repeating the ligature 
upon feveral of the collateral branches ; as 
would have been the cafe, in the inflance I 
fent you an account of lately, had I not uled 
your Styptic. Now, a ftyptic, Avhich, after 
the large arteries are fecured, prevents the 
painful repetition of the ligature upon the 
fmaller branches, and flops the bleeding from 
them, without caufing the leaft pain, an4 
without any fubfequent inconvenience, is cer- 
tainly a very valuable acquifition to mankind, 
as well as to pur art. Such I take your 
Styptic to be. 

Moreover, there are cafes of hjemorrliage, 
where the ligature cannot be applied. Such 
was a violent bleeding I once law from the 
cprpus cavernofum penis, in coniequence of 
its being corroded by a chancre. Neither oil 

turpentine, nor any thing would Jo her^, 

except 
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rs:eept the lunar cauflic, which was not ap- 
plied without much pain. From what I have 
ieen of your Styptic, I am fully of opinion, 
that it would have anfwered the purpofe in 
this cafe. 

In the operation of Lithotomy, and in that 
for the fiflula in ano, there are frequently large 
veflels divided, which are not within reach 
of the ligature, and where the hemorrhage 
fometimes proved fatal, A ftyptic which 
will ftop this haemorrhage, without giving 
pain, or irritating the parts, which in thefe 
operations muft be particularly avoided, is 
therefore a defideratum in Surgery. 

In nafal hemorrhages, and in violent, and 
fometimes unreftrainable bleedings, after the 
extraction of the polypus, a powerful liquid 
Styptic, that fhall ad without giving pain, or 
caufing irritation, is alfo a very valuable ac^ 
quifition, 

It appears likewife from fome accounts 
fent to you from good authority, that your 
liquid has been applied with fafety and fuc-* 
eefs, as an inward remedy, in fome internal 
haemorrhages of a very alarming nature.—^ 
There is no occafion to dwell on its pre-enni^ 

nencQ 
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ilence to other ftyptics in this refpedl. It is 
fcarce pofiible to determine how extenfive its 
utiHty may prove in this view.-— It will be 
proper to try it in uterine haemorrhages, 
hcemoptoes, dyfenteries, and internal bleed- 
ings of any part from contufions. How it 
produces its efFe<5t in thefe cafes, is not eafily 
afcertained ; but fads admit of no difpute. 

Upon the whole then it may fairly be con- 
cluded, even admitting, that 'your £t/ptic 
cannot be trufted to in the larger trunks of 
arteries, that it is flill very exteniively ufeful, 
and preferable to any flyptic previoufly em- 
ployed; becaufe it gives no pain becaufe it 
is free from the inconveniences attending upoa 
other ilyptics 3 becaufe it appear^ to be more 
powerful than mod of them 5 and becaufe it 
is fo innocent, that it may be admin iftered wilji 
fafety as an internal medicine.

THE following cafe occurred to me about 
two months ago: nothing but the hurry of 
bufinefs fhould have prevented me from 
communicating it to you much fooner. 

A poor woman living at Winchmore- 
Hill, at the diftance of about two miles, 
being advifed to fhew me a very deep ulcer 
which (he had on the interior part of her 
left leg, came to Southgate for that pur- 
pofe in a cart; and, in flepping out of

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it, ihe ruptured, in the centre of the uleer, 
a branch of the interior tibial artery, if not the 
trunk itfelf, for the ftream of blood was as large 
as any I had ever feen in amputation. When 
I was called down to the woman, I found her 
fainting and bleeding very faft. I then com- 
prefTed the bleeding orifice with mj finger, 
while; I defired twenty drops of your Liquid 
Styptic to be dropped on a piece of lint, 
which I applied^ holding it on with my 
finger.

Sir, 

AT different periods for years paft, I have 
been troubled with a bleeding at the nofe 5 
a haemorrhage from that part, always diftref- 
ling, was the more fo to me, as it gencrnlly 
came on when I fat at table. I have ufed 
various applications, but to little, or no 
eifed. 

A few weeks fince, in company with Mr. 
Boys, a medical gentleman of reputation in 
Berners-Street, I related to him my cafe; 
he delired, when the haemorrhage returned, } 
would have immediate recpurfe to Mr, 
Rufpini's Styptic Water, 

The veiy fame evening, as I was at fupper . 
with the above gentleman, the part bled 
again with its accuftomed violence. I im* 
mediately introduced into the noftril, a fmall 
doffil of lint imbrued in the Styptic, and, to 
my great furprife, the blood from that time 
Mantly ceafed to flow.

I KNOW not if any pafe ^mllar to the 
one I am about to relate, has occured to you 
or your friends-, where your Styptic Water 
proved a reme(!lyj indeed, whatever your 
private opinion may be, I do not know that 
you have once hinted to the public its pofTefr.

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JOHN GROVER, a tide-waiter, belong- 
ing to the cuftoms, applied for my advice, 
concerning a tumor in his mouth. On exa- 
mination, I found a large excrefcence, arifing 
from the exterior giims of the left fide of the 
lower jaw: its bafc comprehended the three 
middle dentes molares, but its body extended 
the length of the five, and it was three parts 
of an inch thick. It had been ten years ar- 
ming at this fize, and during the laft two, 
had, at times, been the fource of very great 
diftrefs. 

pxtirpation was recommended> and at 
length agreed to. The tumor was carefully, 
though with fome difficulty, difunited from 
the gums ; and proved of a very firm cartila- 
ginous confiftence, interiperfed with a boney 
fubftance. In the operation, the artery 
which nourifhed the turnour, was divided, 
and threw out its contents in a continued 
ftream : I mentioned this to my friend Dr. 
Buys, who happened to be with me, as a fair 
cafe to make trial of your Styptic in, and he 
coincided in my opinion. The liquid was 
therefore applied according to the diredioiis> 
thQ bleeding immediately flopped, and the

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wound healed, without further afilft- 
ance. 



— — STUBBS, a lad about fifteen years 
old, in corking a bottle improperly, broke 
it, and cut his hand : a violent and profufe 
haemorrhage enfued, which, by lint, flour, 
and tight bandage, was feveral times mode-c- 
rated, but never entirely flopped. At the 
expiration of three hours, the bleeding re- 
turned as violently as at firft : the dreilingS 
were then removed, and the lad declares, the 
blood flew upwards of a yard from him., I 
was now fent for, and my afliftant attende4 
in my abfence he applied fome lint, moiflen- 
^d with the Styptic, an4 the bkeding inftantly 
ceafed. 

The wound was inflifted on that part of 
the hand where the thumb forms the joint 
with the bones of the wrifl:, and the radial 
artery was wounded about an inch below the 
fpot where we examine the pulfe. It is 
ufual, I believe, for the artery near this place, 
to give off only a branch to the abduaor 
V Z poUicis^ 
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pollicis, but it often happens, (and it is fo 
in a preparation I have now hefpre me) that 
inftead merely of giving off a branch, it divides 
into two equal portions: from the quantity 
of blood that was loft j the large ft ream it 
poured out in, and the length of time the 
bleeding continue4, notwithftanding the 
mean^ that were ufed, I have little doubt but 
that this was one of thole cafes ; however, 
whether it was, or was not, the fa<5t is clear, 
that an artery of fome confiderable fize was 
wounded, and that the bleeding was ftopped 
hy the Styptic, after cojupreftion had been 
mki in vain. 



WILLIAM LOWE, a hearty ftrong 
young jfellow, about feventeen years of age, 
by a fall on board a fhip, received two w^ounds 
on the head, which penetrated to the bone, 
Symptopis, indicating a cornprefted ftate of 
the brain^ fooncameon^ and when bleed- 
ings, purgatives, and fudorifics, ha4 in vaia 
been had recourfe to, I was confulted. There 
was np time to be loft in applying the tre- 
phine^

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phine, ^nd a piece of the flcull was diereforp 
inftantly removed. One opening not being 
fufficient, it was neceffary to enlarge the 
wound in the fcalp, to make room for ano^ 
jther : in doing of which, one artery in parti- 
cular was divided, which it was neceflary to 
fecure immediately, as ihe patient was evi- 
dcntiy much too low, to bear ev^ a very 
trifling additional lofs of blood. I thought 
this a very unfair cafe to ufe the Styptic in, 
as there was no opportunity of cor. fining it 
to the part even for a minute, and therefore 
intended to ufe the ligature ; but as I wifhed 
to obferve the aftringent efFed:s of the liquid, 
independent of compreffion, I determ'. ncd to 
make the trial, and if it did not fuccecd im- 
mediately, to take the artery up with the 
needle. A piece of lint well moiftened v/ith 
the Styptic, was then laid on the part, and 
being retained about half a minute, the effu- 
fion almoft immediately ceafed ; nor did it 
return, although the lint was foon removed, 
and the part frequently^ and feverely rubbed, 
l>y the violent exertions of ^he patient.

Dear Sir, 

TPIE two following cafes have occurred 
lince I addrefled you laft ; in which your 
Styptic has fucceeded. The firft was in the 
month of June laft : — An inhabitant of 
Southgate, a lady aged feventy or upwards, 
was taken with a violent fit of coughing after 
dinner, very fick at flomach, and was fome 
time before flie could dilcharge the load £he 
felt ; when upon taking a pint of warm water, 
had the defircd effect, and vomited a large 
quantity of blood, and continued to difcharge 
the fame every time the cough returned. She 
had no cough before the evening 0:ie was ia 
this alarming flate ; therefore I conclude the 
cough Ipafmodic, to throw off the blood that 
opprefTed her, I was from home, and was 
fent for to her j I took fome of the Styptic 
with me, and gave her a defert fpoonful in 
Water ; the cough did not return fo frequent, 
and though flie raifed blood often, in two 
hours time it diminifhed greatly. 

She was low from the loft of blood j and 
for fear £he Ihould not, have the Styptic regm^ 
larly giyen^ . I mixed up in the form of 

draughts 
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draughts the fame quantity of Styptic as af 
firft prefcribed to an ounce or more of fimple 
cinnamon water, and ordered her to take one 
€very four hours; The next morning at 
nine o'clock I faw her; and upon enquiry 
(he told me, fhe had difcharged nothing the 
leaft tinged with blood, after three o'clock 
that morning ; her pulfe was then about fe- 
venty ; no ficknefs, and the coiigh had in- 
tirely left her. I vifited her only twice after ^ 
fhe has had no fymptoms of that complaint 
fince; and Ihe has travelled a very long 
journey, and returned to Southgate. The 
name of the lady is Gaywood; 

OBober the ift. Mrs. Lucas in thig 
neighbourhood, from what caufe I kndw not^ 
.but fome years ago was troubled with fits; 
She was fuddenly feized with a violent hae- 
Inorrhage from the nofe ; fo much as to pro- 
duce faintings ; thofe about her had tried 
every method they knew of, but the bleed- 
ing continued as violent as ever. I went, and 
applied the Styptic upon lint up the right 
noftrili the left then began , bleeding, and I 
did the fame to it : and in two minutes, it 
intirely flopped. She, two days after, had a 
flight return j fhe made ufe of the fame ap- 

plicatioB 
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plication, and it ceafed as before ; has had 
no return fince. Thefe two cafes, I think, 
tend to corroborate the fuccefs of this difco- 
very, fo ufeful to mankind, in all the trials 
I have hitherto made or it ; and I doubt not 
in time it will become a valuable acquifition 
to the practice of furgery in general.

ON Tuefday laft, I received a fign.il proof 
of the great efficacy of your Styptic; th« 
cafe was as follows :

HAVING been wltnefs to the beft efFed^ 
froin the ufe of your Styptic in internal bleed- 
ings (particularly in the cafe of Mr. Park, of 
Garlick-Hill) I gave it to a young Lady, Mil's 

S , of Cheiler, for a diforder, which 

was fuppofed to arife from fome ruptured 
blood-velTels in the flomach. The lady, 
who was about twenty- two years old, had 
for upwards of eight months, thrown up, 
generally twice a week, from three to fix 
ounces of blood, which reduced her to a very 
Jow Jftate. 

When I faw her for the firft time, the 
13th of Auguft laft, (he had by the advice of 
her phyfician taken for about ten days, fmall 
quantities of the %in5iurd Saturnina, which 
at firft feemed to relieve her, at length pro- 
duced violent vomitings, which were ac- 
companied with feveral ounces of florid blood, 
and feemed to convulfe her in a very dange- 
rous manner. In this fituation I gave her a 
tea-fpoonful of your Solution every half hour 
for three hours, in which period, the 
haemorrhage by degrees was leflened, and 
then intirely flopt. The fame evening flis 
H 2 flept 
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flept well, and the next day took a tea-fpoon* 
ful of the Styptic only eveiy four hours. 

She continued to perfevere in the ufe of 
the medicine, till the 24th of September; 
and at the time I was writing this, has had 
no return of her complaint, though flie has 
frequently rode on horfeback, which (he was 
not able to do for feveral months before. 
Her appetite and fpirits are exceeding good, 
and fhe is at prefent free from any kind of 
complaint. 

I cannot upon this occalion avoid mention- 
ing, a recent cafe of internal haemorrhage 
which ended fatally ; it is that of Mr. Johri 
Berbeck, late of the fliip, Prefident, belong- 
ing to Mr. Brocklebank, Merchant, at 
Wigton, in Chefhire. This young man 
returned from fea, in the fummer of 1785, 
with a rupture of a blood-veffel in the fto- 
mach, which brought on a dropfy, for which 
he was tapped feven or eight times. 

The laft operation feemed to relieve him 
exceedingly^ but fome time after, on riding 
on horfe-back, he was again attacked with 4 
violent bleeding frojp the flomach, which 
" continue^ 
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continued till the next day, when it termina- 
ted his exiftence. 

I only mention the cafe of this unfortunate 
youth, as from the fuccefs your medicine, to 
my knowledge, has had in a limilar cafe ; I 
think it would certainly have prevented his 
difl'olution.

HAVING ufed almoft one fmall bottle of 
your Styptic with fuch fuccefs as intirely to 
remove my fufpicions that the ligature muft 

continue 
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continue to bs the only ftyptic a furgeon 
could rely on, I take the liberty to tranfmit 
to you an account of the cafes in which I have 
tri-d it. 

CASE I. 

JAMES SOABY, a feaman, aged 25 years, 
received into this hofpital, the 25th of 
March iaft, from his Maje fly's fhip. Gram- 
pus, had the great toe taken off in the arti- 
culations of the firft and fecond phalanx, 
about three months before, on the coaft of 
Guinea; but being fcorbutic, die Ikin had 
retra6led, and the end of the flump was 
covered with fungus of a cartilaginous hard- 
nefs, inverting the artery. 

On the 26th of April, I amputated within 
the fkin, fa wing through the fecond pha- 
lanx. The blood gufhed out in a ftream 
nearly the fize of a crow-quill, tothedif- 
tance of ten feet I I applied a fmall doffil of 
lint wet with the Styptic to the mouth of 
the artery, which my affiftant retained, 
whilft I took a fecond doffil from a fmall 
portion of the folution in a faucer behind 
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me ; on turrJng back to ^pp^y lU I foun<4 
the bleeding was already entwdy Jiopped ! 
Vou can hardiy conceive an adequate idea of 
iTjy furprife on this unexpected event, 

CASE IL 

RICHARD BILBY, received into tliis 
Hofpital ift of Augufl, 1785, from his Ma- 
jelly's (hip, Ardent, had venereal tumours 
in fucceflion, on each fide of the os h'Oiiih^ 
on the head of the radius and uhia, corro- 
ding the fkin with a caries of the bones. In 
the April following, the tibia became affeftcd 
attended with a pfofufe haemorrhage froLU 
the arteries between both that and the 
fibula. Your Styptic was ufed here >\'ith th« 
greateft effect, and the patient was difchargcd 
in good health the July foll owing. 

CASE III. 

JOHN LANGTON, a feanian, was 
recei/ed in this Ilofpital, 13 Feb. i^Sd, 
The third phalanx of the third roe. w.as laid 
,bare its v/hole length by a hurt in the i^LoncJ) 
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of May, balf the thickncfs of tfie 

Bone exfoliated, confidcrabie haemorrhages' 
followed, which flopped immediately on the 
application of your Styptic. 

This man was afflided with epilepfy j in 
'#ie fits he bruifed the toe, and bled again 
feveral times* The Styptic on thefe occa^ 
lions was always uied with luccefs, and he 
was difcharged perfedly cured, 14th x^uguft 
laft. 

CASE IV* 

JAMES WARNOCtC, a feaman, aged 
58 years, was received into the Hofpital, 
May 25, 1786, from his Majefty's fliip, 
Pegafe. In the night of the 24th he had 
been attacked by three men, who knocked 
him down with large rough flints tied in 
handkerchiefs, and cruelly beat him after- 
wards in the face and breaft. The fuperior 
and external part of the os Jrontis was frac- 
tured, and a piece Ly^ by -^V depreffed about 
half the thicknefs of the bone at the edges, 
with a fifTure through it's middle, where it 
Was bent down the whole thicknefs of the 

fkull, 
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fciill, and a fmall acute angled part of the 
inner table beat off, and forced into the brain, 
particles of which lay on the hair with blood, 
from an artery on the dura mater, which was 
Wounded by the fplinter. 

.Over the right eye was a large ragged 
wound, with the external table beat into 
the frontal finews (whence I extracted five 
fmall pieces of bone) and two fifTures run- 
i^irig into the fuperior part of the orbit of 
the eye. 

In renloving the fcalp from both frac- 
tures, the needle was rendered ufelefs by the 
ftyptic. 

The patient had bled profufely before Mr. 
Hedington, furgeon of the Pegafe, faw him 
and ftopped the hiEmorrhage ; but fo foon as 
the trephine afled on the depreiTed bone, the 
blood flowed again fo freely, that I thought 
he would ex:pire before he could remove it. 
When that was accomplilhed, the blood con- 
tinued to flow from under the edge of the 
firm bone, till the Styptic was applied, and 
diredly fl:opped it. On the 28th in the 
morning, the pulfe funk, rigors and deli- 
I rium 
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rium came on, and he expired on the 29th, 
114 hours after the injury, 

CASE V. 

ISAAC KETTLE, feaman, aged twen* 
ty-tWo> was received in the Hofpital i8th 
July 1 78 6, from his Majefty's fhip, Media- 
tor, for the cure of a fchirrous tefticle, 
occafioned by a fall in the month of April 
before. 

The difeafe was rapidly advancing to ^ 
Carcinoma, when I extirpated on the 20th 
of Augufl, having laid bare the fpermatic 
chord from the abdominal ring to the en- 
larged Scrotum, I found I had not room to 
divide the chord firft, therefore was under 
the neceflity of difledting upwards, and in 
this was greatly incommoded by the bleeding 
of an artery leading to the integument of 
the Penisi till a doflil fteeped in the 
jftyptic intirely prevented further interrup- 
tions. 



CASE 
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JOHN DAVY, a feaman, received from 
his Majefty's fhip Salifbury, i6th June, 
1786, had a complicated fradure of the firft 
and fecond phalanx of the fore finger, with 
violent inflammation extending up the arm 
—He was of a fcorbutic diathefis. 

On the 13th of September, the finger was 
removed at the articulation with the meta- 
carpus. On dividing the integuments be- 
tween the fingers, an artery was cut through 
obliquely, fo that an oval orifice prefented, 
and the blood gufhed out with fuch force as 
to wet my fhirt within my coat fleeve to the 
elbow. However inconvenient the needle 
would have been in a part like this, it mull 
have been ufed, had not your Styptic an- 
fwered my expedations, and completely flop- 
ped the effufion.

110 appearance of blood followed, and I be- 
lieve he never hindered hinifelf from talking 
at all. 

I have every reafon to expert fiiccefs froiai 
the operation, and can affure you, that hetis 
far from pain, and little or no inflammation 
has appeared, as the operation was performed 
but yefterday. 

If you think, this letter V/ ill be of any: ufe 
to fociety, or yoarldf, -may publifn, or 
make what ufe you pleafe of it, in the 
interim.

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The following Letter, Mr. RuspiNi had the 
Pleafure of receiving from Edward 
Young, Efq. Surgeon Qeneral of th^ 
Royal Hofpjtal, Haflar. 

Dear Sjr, 

yOUR favour of the 25th, gave me 
particular pleafurei becaufe, 1 believe that 
the Rojal Artillery, from the nature of their 
fervice, muit give Mr. Irwin frequent occa- 
fians to apply your Styptic; and that the 
univerfal efteem which that corps pofTefs, 
will caufe more attention to be paid to his 
report of it, both, by people of confequence, 
and by the pro. aTion, and render its great 
utility more univerfally known. I greatly 
long to hear from India, and hope the facul- 
ty there will give it fair trials ; then I doubt 
not but their report will convince the Direc- 
tors that they have bei^owed a bleffi ng upon 
the Company's Soldiers and Servants in this 
part of the world. 

The feamen of his Majefty's iliips which 
come to this port, have lately been fo fortu- 
nate, that of 420 furgery patients received 
into this hofpital fmce October, only two 

cafes 
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cafes of any confequence occurred, in wbick 
I had recourfe to it, and neither of thofe wpre 
capital; though one was of fuch a nature as 
proves that the Solution will flop bleeding in 
every cafe when it is properly applied and 
the other leads me to believe that it will prove 
to be a very ufeful application in other cir- 
cumftances. 

On the 27th of January, 1787, Grenvillc 
Martin, was fent to this hofpital from his 
Majefty's fliip, the Leander, by falling on 
Jiis breaft a confiderable height, he was feized 
with an haemorrhage from the nave], which 
had the appearance of a deep ulcer, about 
the fize of half a crown though the blood 
oozed from invifible points in the ulcer, their 
number difcharged an alarming quantity of 
arterial blood, efpecially as proper means to 
flop it had been ufed in vain, before I favi^ 
him. He informed me that he had been 
fubjedt to umbilical hiemorrhages from his 
birth, it being occafioned by the careleffnefs 
pf the mi4wifei in his youth his life ha4 fre- 
quently been in danger from it, but that fince 
he arrived at man's eftate, it had never return- 
ed^ but on exerting hi^ utmofl flrength and 
that it had never been fo as at this time. Not 

being 
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being able to diftinguifh the mouths of the 
bleeding veflels, I had little expedation of 
fudden fuccefs, however I filled the cavity 
withdoffils of lint v*^et with your Styptic So- 
lution, with gentle preflure and retentivd 
bandage. The dreflings remained on three 
days, when there was not the leafl appearance 
of blood. 

Peter Burgas, was received on the i^th 
of January, 1787, from his Majefty's (hip the 
Myrmidon for the cure of the fcurvy^ ha- 
ving Hkewife a truly fcorbutic ulcer on hk 
inner ancle, which had been injured in ad:iofi 
in the late war. Notwithflanding the regi- 
men, medicines, and applications ufuaily em-^ 
ployed with fuccefs in that difeafe, the ulcer 
became larger, and a part of the cartilage caft 
off from the end of the Tibia, the edges of 
the ulcer were fwelled and inverted, and at 
every dreffing a large coagulum of black 
putrid blood covered the whole fore, and 
the difcharge of bloody fanies through the 
dreflings was more profufe than I judged his 
ftrength could fupport much longer; about 
a week ago, I drefled the whole ulcer with 
lint molftened in the Styptic. The good ef- 
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ffekfts of this one drelTing far exceedec^ my ex- 
pedaiion, for the difcharge has been good 
pus ever flnce, and from the prefent appear- 
ance, I have no doubt of faving the Hmb.

YOUR favor dated the 3d inflant, by 
having been milTent to Winchefter, &c. &c. 
did not reach me till the nth, fmce which 
particular bulinefs has prevented me from 
anfwering it. I was in town the beginning 
of laft July, and then called twice on you^ 
intending to have given you the cafe Williau^ 
Buckland wilhed me to communicate to you^ 
but you not being at home either time, and 
having fent for a bottle of your moft excellent 
Styptic from your houfe, which: was accom- 
panied with one of yoiir pamphlets, contain- 
ing a great number of different cafes from 
gentlemen of the greatefl refpedabiHty in the 
medical and chirurgical profeffions, whereirk 
it had uniformly been applied with all imagi-c 
nable fuccefs, prevented my fending the fol- 
lowing one, which I conceived not to hare 
been of equal importance with many others 
contained in your book. The cafe under my 
eare was as follows ; W. B. Price, journey- 
man blackfmith to Mr. J. Been, Soberton, 
M 2 Hants 
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Hants, a healthy young man, aged about 2i, 
June 15, 1786, had the misfortune either 
from accident, or an incautious ufe of the 
inftrument ufed in paring the hoofs of horfes 
before they are (hod, called the battrafs, to 
have it enter the left wrifl:, near the part 
where we ufually examine the pulfe, and 
divide the radial artery, in an oblique direc- 
tion, but 'perfe<flly through the veflel, as was 
difco vered on a careful infpe<5tion, though the 
wound from having been made with only the 
corner of ' the inftrument, was fmall, the 
confequehee, as might be expedled, was a 
very profufe haemorrhage, and though his 

rnafter, Mr. B a farrier alfo, to whom 

he had been carried near thi-ee quarters of a 
mile farther from me for his afhflance, and 
many other perfons had ttied all the common 
cuftomary country apphcations, fuch as 
flour, ' cobwebs, tow wet with oil of turpen- 
tine, 6cc. &c. together with bandage, though 
improperly applied below the cubitus, and 
confequently without the wifhed for effect. 
It is fuppofed by the time 1 reached him, he 
had loft near three quarts of blood, (though 
I myfelf could not think quite fo much) and 
indeed his appearance, with other circum- 
ilances too tedious to enumerate, plainly indi^ 

cated 
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cated the Ibfs of blood to have been vei-y cori-' 
fidefable, yet all applications hitherto had 
been ineffeiflual, though the bleeding was 
not near fo violent as it had been. The rhef- • 
fengerwho had been difpatched for me iii ^ 
huFry> brought a very imperfe(5l account of 
the cafe, which I did not apprehend had been 
nearly equal to what I found it. 1 attended 
inilantly, and faw him in about an hour ot 
fomethinsr more after the accident. The'. 
4)lood being in fome meafure flopped, I ap- 
plied a fuitable bandage above the cubitus, 
and had him properly conveyed home to his 
mafter's houfe, and then cleared away every 
thing that been before applied to the veflel, 
loofened the bandage, and applied doffils of 
lint wet with the tin^. ftyptic helvetii, fuit- 
able comprelles, &c. a fufficiently light band- 
age to reftrain the prefent returning copious 
bleeding, and ordered every neceflary care to 
betaken of him till the next morning, and- 
that if the bleeding fhould return they would 
lend to me again as foon as poffible. I had 
juft before heard of your Styptic, knew the 
Hon. the Countefs Dowager of Clanricarde 
in this village had fome of it by her, and 
thought this a favourable opportunity if the 
bleeding returned, to try its elScacy ; I there- 
fore 
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fbfe delired the favor of her Ladyfhip to fpare 
ttie feme of it in the evening, fearing I might 
be again ealled On ; indeed I fhould have fecur- 
ed the veffel by hgature, had not this circum- 
fiance recurred to me, and which I muft 
otherwife have done, or fuffered my patient to 
have run the- hazard of a fatal fyncope from 
the want of it; a moft painful operation I 
wifhed to fpare him the pain of, had not {0 
powerful a remedy as your Styptic been at 
hand. Her Ladyjfhip, with the greateft hu- 
manity and good nature, offered me any 
quantity I might want. Being called early 
next morning, on account of frelh haemorr- 
hage, I went to my patient, found he had 
bled it was fuppofed near a pint, which had 
reduced him a good deal.

I 
alTure you, Sir, I intend never to be without it 
by me, as I look upon it to be the defidera- 
tum long willied for by every gentleman in 
the pradice of furgery, as it is too well known 
all thofe medicines ufually called ftyptics, be- 
fore in common ufe, were in cafes of moment 
little to be relied on, and rendered a neceflity 
for that very painful operation of ligature by 
the needle, too frequently necelfary. I could 
wifh every gentleman of the faculty in the 
kingdom, might take care to fupply himfelf 
with fome of it, who has more frequent op- 
portunities of ufmg it with advantage and 
credit to hipifelf, as well as eafe to his pati- 
ent ; and that country gentlemen of fortune 
in general, and more particularly thofe who 
are remote from proper affiftance, would 
keep it by them for the ufe not only of their 
own families on emergencies, but alfo for the 
affiftance of the poor in their neighbourhood, 
in cafes of accident j to whom in many in- 
ftances that may occiu*, from both external 

as 
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as well as internal caufes that may happen, it 
rn. y be the means of perhaps even prefervnig 
the lives of many individuals, to the comfort 
of themfclves and families, as well a^ receiv-- 
ing themfelves that God-like fatisfaction of 
having been the me^ns of rendering fo elien- 
tiai a fervice to their fellow-creatures.

I SEND the following accoiint of a cafe, 
in which your Styptic was ufedwith fuccefs> 
not becaufe, I think that farther proofs of its 
power are neceffary to eftablifh its character, 
but that I might add to the pleafure fo valua- 
ble a difcovery muft give you from its ex ten- 
live utility J and, that I may at the fame 
time pay the tribute of gratitude due to you, 
for having been the means of obviating the 
lieceffity of my performing an operation 
always difagreeable to a Surgeon, as well as 
painful and dangerous to the patient. 

John Ebbets, Quarter Gunner, was re- 
ceived into this Hofpital on the 19th inilant, 
from his Majefly's (hip the Saliibury. That 
{hip arrived at Spithead from Newfoundland 
the day before'/ and in faluting the Comman- 
der in Chief, a cartridge containing between 
five of fix pounds of pov/der, by fome acci- 
dent took fire as this poor man was ramming 
it into the gun. His right hand was fliatter- 
ed, the oihrachiale fractured in feveral places,

the fkin of the arm burnt to the axilla, and 
the face and eyes fcorched* About five 
o'clock that evening the arm was amputated ; 
about eleven the next morning he was brought 
into the hofpital. — Notwithstanding a tour- 
niquet was on the ftump, and fcrewed up, 
there was a confiderable haemorrhage, fo that 
I was under the necefiity of removing the 
jfiril dreffings immediately. To obferve that 
the operation had been wxU performed, would 
be unnecelTary, but for the purpofe of giving 
you an adequate idea of the force of the he- 
morrhage, by defcribing the quantity of 
blood difcharged in about eighteen hours. 
The bone was fa wed off above the infertion of 
the deltoid mufcle, the arm is fifteen inches 
in circumference, and there being Ikin enough 
preferved for its edges to meet in a line over 
the face of the ftump, leaves a cavity of five 
inches in diameter, and two inches and a half 
in depth; all this fpace was filled with tenfly 
coagulated blood, befides the ferous part of 
the blood which had efcaped through the 
dreffings, and a confiderable quantity which 
had fiowed up the ftump and over the ban- 
dage, and run down his back and fides. 

Having 
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Having removed the coagulum, J percei- 
ved that the furgeoii had been obUged to 
fecure v^ith ligatures no lefs than fix arteries; 
and that this large quantity of arterial blood 
proceeded entirely from the hollow cylinder 
of the bone, whence by its momentum, it 
had forced the marrow for about half an inch 
in length. 

Some fmalt doffils of lint moifbened in your 
Styptic being ready, one was placed in the 
cavity of the bone the inftant the fponge was 
removed, and a fecond on that. 

The dreffings were renewed Thurfday 
morning the 2 2d, and every morning fmc'e, 
without the leafl appearance of blood, though 
this morning he complained greatly of pleuri- 
tic pains. However, this evening I had the 
pleafure to find him eafy and in all other 
reiped:s as well as can be expeded. 

So foon as I faw what the cafe really was, 
I relied on your Styptic j had that failed me, 
perhaps the necefiity of the occafion might 
have infpired other refourcesj but now that 
is over, and in my cool minutes I confefs, 
that nothing occurs that could have faved the 
poor man's life, confidering all the circum- 
N a itances 
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ftances of the cafe, but that of amputating in 
the articulation. 

I muft not omit this circumftance. One 
of my affiflants who had never feen the 
Styptic ufed before, aiked the patient while 
I was pining the bandage, " if he felt any 
pain?" his anfwer was, " He was in a deal 
of pain before he was drelTed, but was eafy 
now." " But did it not fmart when the 
medicine was put into the bone ?" hi$ 
anfwer was, No, not at all." My own 
mind was too much engaged to permit me to 
think of pain, but I was much pleafed that 
tlje queftion was afked; more fo with the 
anfwer, which indeed was confirmed by his 
fleeping all that day and night, except when 
thirft awakened him, but then he fell afleep 
diredly after drinking: indeed, though I 
faw him feveral times a day, I had no oppor- 
tunity of fpeaking to him till Wednefday 
morning, when his wife arrived. 

I fee that I have been very prolix, but I 
have more than two hundred and twenty 
patients under my care in this hofpital, many 
of them very heavy cafes ; you will there- 
fore conclude that I am too much fatigued

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A gentleman of the profeffion had made a 
fmaii iacilioa on a phymojis, and it being on 
the upper part of the penisy the artery bled 
freely, he llopt it by preffure ; but the lad 
walking home it bled again fo violently that 
it could not be fupprelTed, the Gentleman 
knowing I had fome of your Styptic, fent for 
it/ and had the candour to acknowledge, 
that a fmall piece of lint wet with it, and laid 
on tight with his finger, ftopt it inftantly. 

By one of thofe revolutions in pratlice 
which frequently happen, the lad became 
my patient,- I found it necellary to divide 
the preffure ad coronam giandis, and know- 
ing the efficacy of the Styptic, I did not fear 
doing it in the upper part^ (though the lad 
loft, as he affared me, three quarts of blood 
before your Styptic was ufed in the former 
fmaii divifion) i divided the artery quite in 
the middle, and the blood fpun freely per 
faltum, but my atTiftant applied the Styptic 
inftcintly, and not tv/o ounces of blood were 
loft on my honour-, ho>v much more muft 
have been loft before a ligature could have 
been applied, and ir all probability the life 
loft, as he was fo reduced and emaciated, as 
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fiot to be able to. ftand or lit up, from t!i€ 
great previous lofs. 

Your Styptic has a further advantage over 
ligatures, in removing eafily the next day, 
without any inconvenience or haemorrhage 
eni'uins^. 

I have not made ufe of it internally, but 
certainly fhould if occafion required, 

I have mentioned it to £very perfon in this 
neighbourhood, many of whom independent 
people, have furniflied thtmfelves with it.

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all which this deponent faith was written 
in her prefence, by the aforefaid Mr. Dawes,

ADDENDUM* 

Mr. RusPiNi has cafes in his poffeffion, 
where the ftyptic folution has proved a re^- 
medy for the Fluor Albus.—- The impoffibility 
of publifliing thefe cafes is evident ; but one 
of them contains the cafe of a lady who was fo 
relaxed, and fo languid by the continuance 
of the difeharge, that the leaft exereife be- 
came- 
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came painful. The mode in whicli the 
Styptic is ufcd in this complaint, is by injec- 
tion. — Inject a fyringe full of green tea, about 
the fame ftrength it is ufually drank, aftd im- 
mediately repeat the fame. Laftly, injed: a 
table fpoonfui of the Styptic Solution, which 
is to be continued every night and morning. 



The following im^portant Cafes were tranf- 
mittedto Mr. Ruspini, by Mr. Codmbe, 
an eminent furgeon at Woolwich. 

CASE L 

A Lady from London refiding at Shooter's 
Hill for the benefit of the air, was there feized 
with an internal hismorrhage, voiding by 
flool a large portion of fluid, and fome coagu* 
Uted blood; in this ftate Mr. Coombe faw 
her, and continued to attend her near a week, 
during which time the moil judicious prc-- 
fcriptioHs were adminiftercd without fuccefs ; 
at lail the worthy clergyman of V^'oo|^»ich, 
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the Rev. Mr. Tullough, recommended to 
Mr. Coombe the ufe of Mr. Ruspini's Styp- 
tic 5 by this time the bleeding had increafed 
to a moft alarming degree, the pulfe was low, 
the extremities cold, and the patient evidently 
in the moft hazardous ftate; here was no 
room for debate. On the refpe£tabi]ity thercr 
fore of the recommendation, Mr. Coombe 
began by giving her two teafpoons-full every 
two hours in a draught of emulfion. The 
firft dofe was thought to have leiTened the 
bleeding ; the fecond dofe evidently did fo ;

AN elderly lady in the dock yard, at 
Woolwich, had been fubjedt for fome years 
pafl, to violent irregular, periodical dif- 
charges from the uterus 5 for the cure of which 
attempts had been made by many eminent 
gentlerrien of the faculty : the laft that fhe 
confulted was Mr. Coombe this Gentleman 
after fo fully experiencing the potent effeds 
pf the Styptic in the firfl cafe, didnot hefi- 

tate 
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tate, In the leaf!:, to prefcrlbe it In this ; but 
as his patient, joined to great delicacy, was 
extremely low and nervous, he did not inform 
her he intended to adminifter the Styptic ;

proved the complaint ; and fhe remains wel}. 

CASE III. 

MASTER CONGREVE, the fon of 
Major Congreve, while labouring under the 
prefTure of a violent fever, was feized with a 
bleeding from the nofe ; the Styptic Solutioa 
was immediately applied, and the htEmorrhage 
thereby cured.

SARAH WEST, of Barnes, in Surrey, 
with a large broken glafs bottle, divided the 
miifcles, tendons, and of courfe the arteries 
in herwrill, down to the bones. When I 
firft faw her, the blood leaped forth from 
both arteries with great velocity, as it always 
does when large veiTels are divided : I deter- 
mined immediately to try the Styptic, and 
endeavour to heal the wound by v/hat is 
called the firfl: intention, on applying the 
Styptic to the divided veffels, and holding it 
there a fmall fpace of time, the hasmorrhage 
flopped.

the ftyptic, Mr. Davis ftrenuouHy aflerts : 
and avowedly declares it his opinion, that had 
the ftyptic been given in the earlieft ftage of 
the difeafe, the Life had been faved. 

C A S E V. 

MARY WHITE, of Barns, in Suriy, 
was taken fuddenly ill, with the ufua] and 
moft diftrefling fymptonis of the confluent 
fmall pox : it is- unneceiTary here to enume-- 
rate all the dreadful accompanying fymptoms, 
fuffice it to fay, that on the fifteenth day, 
the body was covered with inijuperable con- 
fluent 
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fluent ulcerations, enlittmg a ftinking, bloody 
fanies as the bark, cordials, &c. &Ci had 
long been given without effe(5t, it ftrtick me 
that Mr. Rtjsf iNi's Styptic might do fomc 
good in reftraining the bloody fanies j and 
finding it had been given liberally^ and fuc-« 
cefsfully internally, 1 thought myfelf fully 
juftified in trying the experiment, as a dernier 
refort. Two teafpoons -full, therefore, of it 
was given, and was repeated every four 
l;iours ; after a few dofes had been taken, the 
patient expreffed her fatisfadion at the relief

&c. the woman would have ftruggled through 
thedifeafe.

Sir, 

THOUGH I have not the honour to be 
perfonally acquainted with you, it would be 
a«5ting the part of an ungrateful man, if I 
was to be filent, in not (next to kind Provi- 
dence) to give you my fincere tlianks for 
the attention you have paid to the comfort of 
mankind, in regard of your excellent ftyptic, 
UnexprelTible joy it muft be to the heart of 
a man when he is willing to do good, to have 
abilities to perform it • and hard it is for one 
who is willing, and ftu4ies how to help his 
fellow creatures in the hour of diftrefs, and 
is unable to do it.

The following mofl important cafe. Is that of 
William Crostley, Efq. No* 
Paragon Buildings, Bath, who was cured 
by the Styptic Solution, after he had been 
given .over by all his pliyiicians : 

In the month of November, ip^S/, Mn 
Crofilcy, a gentleman of fortune in Paragon 
Buildings,Bath,fubjed; to a bilious habit^onhis

ThtCc 
means procured him a rcfpite until the foilow- 
ing W ednefday, when the bleeding returned 
with encreafed violence, but was again re- 
trained by the Ikill of his pbyficians. 

However, on Sunday the haemorrhage 
appearing a Third time, all hopes of faving 
his life vaniihed. To keep him as quiet as 
poffible, the bells were ordered not to te 
rung — the city mufic did not play — and in 
fhort every attention that his phyficians or his 
friends could pay him, was beflowed with a 
liberal hand. In this dreadful flate Mr. 
Rufpini's ilyptic folution was recommended; 
and as the cafe was defperate, it was deter- 
mined to try what it could do, though with 
little expedation of fuccefs ; — however on 
adminiftring a dofe as ordered in the printed 
direftions, and immediately, under the in- 
fpedion of his apothecary, Mr. Hay, a very 
prudent and fenfible man, its effects were afto- 
nifhino^j for from that time, the bleedino- 
flopped.

SAMUEL RAND, of the parlfn of St. 
l^eter^ Colchefter, in the month of January, 
1788, nine days after the attack of a violent 
putrid fever, vv^as feized v^ith a profufe hiE- 
morrhage from the nofe. When I was called 
to him, to all appearances he had not lofl: lefs 
than a quart of blood. I ufed the Ag. Styp. 
Pharm. Edin. afterwards fiUino- the noftrils 
with the fycoperdon, which ftopped the 
bleeding— The patient was very much re- 
duced by the lofs of blood, which from the 
nature and period of his fever, left little hopes 
of his recovery. About fix hours afterwards 
1 was called to him again, bleeding with equal 
violence. I then, in the prefence of Doftor 

Wade, 
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Wade, and Mr. Cater Day, furgeon, applied 
your Styptic, according to the directions, 
which immediately and efFedtually flopped the 
haemorrhage.

THE following cafe being a further illuf- 
tration of the extraordinary effects of youf

this inftance. The circumftances were the 
following : 

Wm. Creed, a healthy mufcular man, 
about the age of forty, of a plethoric habit of 
body, was chopping fome wood with an axe ; 
he milfed his blow, and the inflrument 
divided the anterior tibial artery, at the fore 
part of the ancle joint: from this accident, 
a profufe hemorrhage enfued, the blood 
ilTued out to' feveral feet diftance. Flour was 
immediately applied, with coniiderable com- 
preffion ; but this, they were foon convinced, 
was inadequate to the purpofe. A Dutch 
ftyptic, very high in repute was therefore 
fent for, which was given a very fair trial, 
but the refult ' was unfuccefsful. I fhoiild 
have obferved, that the accident happened 
about feven in the evening, and the applica- 
tion of the various remedies, which were 
fuggefted, took up more than five hours; 
during which time it was thought he loft 
more than three quarts of blood. — At this 
juncture Mr. Kite was fent for ; I attended 
and found the patient extremely faint, but 
the hfemorrhage continued, the blood flow- 
ing with great rapidity j I was aware that 
giving him any cordiajs would add to encreafe 



the a<5tion of the velTels, but feeing him In 
that very languid ftate, I conceived it was ab- 
folutely requifite to adminifter them ; previ- 
ous, to my attempts in ftopping the hjemor- 
rhage.-^I had your Styptic in my pocket, it 
is true, but in this cafe, I did not expedl it 
could be adequate to the flopping of the 
bleeding j I therefore propofed my needle, 
with a view to take up the artery; but whilft 
I was doing this, I recolletfled three or four 
cafes, which Mr, Kite's extenfive pra<£lice 
had prefented to me, wherein its fuccefs v/as 
flrongly marked, and no blood could be loil 
by the trial, having my needle by me in cafe 
of failure. My fufpicions however were foon 
happily relieved, and was fopn convinced 
I had no occalion for any thing elfe, but your 
Styptic J. for after I had applied it, according 
to your dire<ftions, in five minutes I removed 
jfiy hand, and not a drop of blood ifiued £rom 
the wound after ; in the courfe of eight or 
ten days the lint iloughed off, and the wound

In what kind of way it a<fts, I know 
not; but certain it is, that it contains no 
cauftic quality, otherwife not only the fto- 
mach but the facies would deted: it. From 
what I have feen of its effeds I am inclined 
to think it ads by coagulation ; and what 
ftrengthened my opinion, is, a cafe I faw in 
your book, where it was adminiftered inter- 
nally, and after the fecond dofe, the patient 
vomited up a quantity of coagulated blood. 
Thefe, Sir, are the particulars of the cafe, 
and if it will afford you any pleafure, I am 
happy I have taken this method of commu- 
riicating it to you.

I fhould have been happy to have feen you 
in your way thro' Ellex, particularly as I 
have a cafe under my own infpeftion and di- 
redtion., which may add one more convincing 
proof, to the numberlefs already adduced 
in your Uttle pamphlet, on the virtues of 
your ineftimable Styptic.

My Nofe began to bleed on Sunday die ^ 
fixth day of July, in tbe afternoon, and then' 
again in the evening, a little ; about three 
o'clock on Monday morning it began again, 
and did not ceafe, till I fainted for lofs of 
blood; it ferved me fo for two or three times. 
I went to a chemill and he gave me fome- 
thing, and recommended me to be cupp'd, 
which I was on Tuefday ; but this evening, 
. after fupper, it burft out again; then 1 went 
to the Apothecary, and it flopped till next 
dayj when it bled as much as ever. I then 
fent for a furgeon, who bled me again, and 
plugged up my noftrils. We were fufe that 
I loft more than five quarts of blood. I had 
no return till this day three weeks, when 
I went to the furgeon twice, who faid 
he could not anfwer for its bleeding again. 
I was fo w^eak and faint, that I enquired of 
the chemift, about Mr. Rufpini's Styptic,
